Cutting Down the Cost of Housekeeping. 
~^» HE wastefulness of the American housewife has passed Into

proverb. 
That nation of thrift, the French, are horrified at 
I 
American garbage cans. ^ Enough is thrown away, they think to 
_iJ keep one member «f the family. The criticism is largely true 
But it is not quite so trow as it once was. The present high-cost of 
iving has turned many a housekeeper's thoughts to the problem of 
low to save. And many a housewife has discovered numberless ways 
to save in little things of which she once knew nothing. 


Good butter is one of the expensive Items of the marketing 
One 


housewife says she has saved on her butter by cutting It Into little 
pats for the table. It is served this way In restaurants and hotels she 
eays, and why shouldn't It be served this way at the family table? ' Not 
so much is used, and certainly not so much Is mussed as when a large 
piece is placed on the table and everybody dabs into It 
When the 


pound of butter comes from the market, she cuts It at once into forty 
small squares. She wraps the blades of the knife with a piece of the 
paper that comes around the butter, and so none of the butter sticks 
to the knife. 
Some people have a bowl of hot water handy to dip the 


knife Into. But a little butter adheres to the knife as is shown by the 
oily appearance of the water. 
And -why waste even this much, she 


afiJCS* 


This woman also has an economical way of using her eggshells 


When the eggs come from the store, she washes them under the faucet 
before putting them away. When she uses an egg, she puts the shell 
In the warming ov«n of her range, or wherever It will dry 
When dry 


she crumples it into small pieces and places tt in a glass jar 
Thus she 


always has eggshells ready to clear coflee, clear drippings, or clear 
soup. 


Another woman who clears coffee with egg, whenever she gets a 


fresh pound of coffee, beats the white of an egg. mixes it thoroughly 
through the coffee, so that every grain is coated, and then puts the coffee 
In the oven where the egg will slowly dry on it. The oven must not be 
hot, Just warm. This does away with the necessity of mixing white of 
egg with the coffee every time coffee is mad«. It is a great saving of 
egg, and al«o some saving of work. 


The little scrapings of flour left on the board when plea or bread 


are made can be put Into a receptacle and saved for making thickening 
for gravies, soups and so forth. 
Many housewives brush this flour off 


Into the sink or garbage can, because It seems so little. 
But In the 


course of a year, it amounts to a good deal. It might as well be saved

WILL CLEAR THE

This is not the first time that there

An ad- 
vance in prices in Indiana, Kentucky, 
Ohio and the more eastern fileds 
would no doubt stimulate drilling 
operations. 
Regardless of prices or 


anything else the work of testing the 
central Ohio fields is moving along 
and while some dry holes are being 
found, the trade is moving right 
along as though nothing but good 
wells were the real result 
of 
the 


drills' hunt for both oil and gas. 


Oil operators are coming and go- 


ing from the eastern fields to the 
Oklahoma and other western fields, 
anrl are now running tools in most of 
the fields, which keeps them moving 
from one field to another. The field? 
of California that have attracted so 
much attention during the past cou- 
ple of seasons, have had a bad effect 
upon operators of small means that 
have migrated to those fields. The 
large cost of operating and the many 
stock jobbing concerns have become 
such that legitimate companies hav< 
about concluded to stop active oper- 
ations for a period and let the rush 
of stock sellers dwindle to some ex- 
lent, after which operations will be 
resumed.

West Virginia Field. 


There is a noticeable movement 


among operators to resume work in 
the West Virginia regions, especially 
in a few desired districts. 
There 


is nothing at the present time to 
show that there will be any great 
amount of development work in any 
one particular section. 
There are 


still room for many wells in the old- 
er defined fields and it is this part 
of the fields that will show the heav- 
iest volume of work during the sum- 
mer. 


Great things were looked for in 


the Gordon sand 
development 
in 


Wetzel county, but the field has not 
come up to what it was looked to 
be. 
The first producer which was 


on the Margaret Welch farm, in that 
pool is now a year old, and out of 
several wells drilled in the vicinity 
none shows for an extension to the 
development, and operators are satis- 
fied that if much work is done that 
the limits of the pool will be easily 
found within a short distance from 
the original producer 
The Hemel- 


rick farm well in tho same county 
still maintains a production of 
70 


barrels a day and this test may lead 
up to something by future opera- 
tions. 


There is a proposition on foot for 


the piping of natural gas from the 
West 
Virginia fields to 
Detroit, 


Mich., a distance of over 400 miles, 
although it would only require the 
laying of less than loO 
miles 
of 


trunk line to connect up the City of 
the Straits. 
The Ohio Fuel Supply- 


company or the Northwestern Ohio 
Xatuial Gas company, supplies To- 
ledo and nearby towns with gas and 
having two trunk lines could easily 
run the gas and save the trmend- 
ous expense of laying the long lines 
that would be required. 
There is 


plenty of gas to supply all consum- 
ers in the West Virginia and central 
Ohio fields and the gas companies 
now active in development work in 
the two states should be able to 
more than double the present pro- 
duction of gas before the coming 
winter season starts in. This would 
insure a plentiful supply. 


Southeastern Ohio Field. 


Southeastern 
oil 
operators 
are 


certainly up against a hard proposi- 
tion when it conies to strictly new 
territory to develop, and are meeting 
with no better success than the wild- 
catters in West Virginia and other 
states. A casual glance over the en- 
tire southeastern Ohio regions fail 
to show one identical spot outside of 
the deep sand territory that is worth 
the 
investment of 
drilling. 
The 


more shallow fields in Washington, 
Monroe, Morgan, Carroll, Belmont, 
Tuscarawas, Noblp and 
other 
ex- 


treme counties in the eastern part of 
the state produce nothing but light 
producers and nothing better can be 
looked for. 
Buring the past several 


weeks, leasing has been quite active 
in Carroll and Jefferson counties and 
in the not far distant date there will 
be efforts made in both counties to 
find new and prolitic pools. 
It has 


been over two yoais since the Kil- 
gore, the last pool found in Carroll 
county, s\ as opened up.

were found in Ashland county dur- 
ing the weeks and a couple of good 
wells in Pairfield and Hocking coun- 
ties.

Kentucky Field. 


The completed work in Kentucky 


was entirely confined to Wayne coun- 
ty, with the exception of one small 
producer in Hopkins county.
